Missouri Governor Eric 
Greitens has resigned his office 
in an announcement made late 
Tuesday seer The resigna- 


announcement fol- 
lowing an ed 
tigation into his 

affair with a former ie 
hairdresser that led to broader 
investigation by prosecutors and 
state legislature. 

The announcement came 
nearly 17 months after he took 
the oath of office, pledging to root 
out corrupt career politicians. 

A St. Louis grand jury indicted 
Greitens on Feb. 22 on one felony 
count of invasion of privacy after 
it came to light he had allegedly 
taken a photo of a woman at his 
home without her consent. The 
act reportedly occurred in April 
2015, before Greitens was elected 
governor. The charge was later 

ismi during jury selection. 

Greitens has also been charged 
with improper use of a charity 
donor list to raise money for his 
2016 campaign, which is also a 
felony. 

Approximately two weeks 
ago, m of the Missouri 
Legislature started meeting in 
special session to consider wheth- 
er to initiate impeachment pro- 
ceedings to remove Greitens from 
office. A special House investiga- 
tory committee has subpoenaed 
Greitens to testify next Monday, 
June4.
